It was -a clear night, moon out, very 
few clouds, thex-e vrare numerous other brii^t red bliricing lif^ts viiich she felt certain 
belonj^d to planes in the area. Both she and husband watched, both felt the movements 
of tho exceptionally br i:jit red one were far too smooth and fast...and perfect to be 
an airplane. Finally it went directly ^rtheast_^d n»ved away into the_distance^. 

Sabteniber 30 th...10; 30 B H. .Kenw egc-.. .near the car barns, Betty Fem noted a brilliant 
itiite light, easily as large as an orango held at arms length, ^■ihich vrould di^i, fade out, 
grow smaller and larger as she watched it..for approximately a half hour. An airplane 
passed overhead and as it did so, tho light blmnked out, then returned and began to move 
alowly away to tho southeast.
